cials Granting Them. 


On account of the confusion exist 
(ng in the minds of officials charged 
with the duty of granting saloon li 
censes, concerning the number of sa 
loons that may be dicensed in mun: 
eipalities wherein the number of sa 
loons on July 1, 1907, exceeded one 
for each 250 people, Attorney Genera 
W. C. Owen has submitted the" fol 
lowing deductions for their-guidance 


(1) 
A person in the saloon busi 
ness July 1, 1907, may be continued 
to be licensed for such purpose at th 
same location.

If the owner of premises re- 
fuses to rent the same for saloon pur 
poses, then the person engaged in 
such business . at such .place July.
